C. E. Pooley, K. C, was unanimous- 
ly solected as the stun dard- bearer of 
the Liberal- Conservative association of 
tbe Esquimau constituency at a large- 
ly attended and enthusiastic convention 
held last evening at the Lampson street 
schoolhou.se. After the choice had been 
made and lite chairman, A. G. Totts, 
had announced the result, brief hut 
rousing addresses were delivered by 
Mr. Pooley and H. D. Helmcken, K. C. 
These was followed by a few wordR 
of an optimistic character from others 
present, after which votes of thanks 
wero tendered the presiding officer for 
able services and a vote of conn- 
donee in the administration of Premier 
McBrldo was carried with cheers. 

Mr. Pooley after thanking the con- 
vention for the confidence reposed In 
him and acknowledging the honor done 
him by the Liberal-Conservative asso- 
ciation of the. district, said it was the 
24th time he had been asked to become 
the representative of the Conservatives 
of the Esquimau electorial section; and 
lie wanted it understood that ho ap- 
preciated the friendly sentiments so 
strikingly demonstrated. 

It was not his intention to enter Into 
a discussion of the political issues. 
There would be time enough for that 
later. Owing- to the shortness of the 
period before the general election it 
would not be possible for him to cover 
as much territory as lie would like to 
do. But he would wusro just as vigor- 
ous a campaign as circumstances would 
permit. And ho hoped that his adher- 
ents would rally to his side and do_ ev- 
erything In their power to aid in his 
election to the legislature. Ho pointed 
out that it was not only in his inter- 
ests that ho spoke but in those of the 
Liberal-Conservative party of British 
Columbia — the government of the pres- 
ent premier. (Applause.) 

In reference to his record during the 
years he had served as the repro3enta 
tive of the voters of the district, he 
did not think it necessary to say much. 
Tho majority of those present, he was 
suro, knew as much about !t as lie 
could tell thorn. He simply wished to 
say, that ho had always done every- 
thing possible in the Interests of tho 
district. Doubtless ho had sometimes 
made mistakes. But, he added, where 
could bo found a man in public service 
who had not occasionally erred In judg- 
ment? (bear, hear). There was one 
thing of which he could speak with the 
conviction that ho could not be con- 
tradicted — and that was that lie had 
novov been guilty of anything of which 
ho need be ashamed (applause. ) 
Throughout his twenty-four years as 
tho sitting member of t ho Esquimau 
district he had used his best efforts 
for those lie represented and was will- 
ing, If returned at the forthcoming 
election, tn continue to give his ser- 
vices for the benefit of tho constit- 
uency, (applause.) 

Concluding, Hon. Mr. Pooley thanked 
those present for their kindness, hoped 
they would all do everything in their 
power to assist him In tho pending con- 
tost now that he had received their 
nomination, and assured them that he 
would co-operate with thorn in the in- 
terests of tho party generally through- 
out the campaign, (enthusiastic ap- 
plause.) 

H. D. Helmcken, K. C. 

Mr. Helmcken delivered an address 
of an exceptionally optimistic charac- 
ter. Ho spoke of his long acquain- 
tance with Hon. Mr. Pooley and his 
many staunch qualities. It was his 
hope that all would put their shoulders 
to the wdiool now that their standard- 
bearer had been chosen and help to re- 
turn him at the forthcoming election. 
If everybody did a little he was sure 
that the nominee would carry the rid- 
ing by an overwhelming majority, (ap- 
plause.) But, lit' pointed out, although 
It was perfectly correct to display con- 
fidence and coolness in the midst of the 
light it was not right to allow such a 
feeling to interfere witli the aggres- 
siveness of the tactics adopted. His 
friend, Hon. Mr. Pooley, would have to 
ho backed up by equally energetic lieu- 
tenants to make sure of his return. 
There was nothing so uncertain as an 
election, Mr. Helmcken said, and there- 
fore ho expressed tho wish that all 
should unite in the common effort to 
return the choice of Ihe convention by 
a large plurality.

tion. He statod that the province was 
now on tho eve of a general election 
which, ho believed, would prove one 
of tho most hotly contested in the his- 
tory of British Columbia. It had been 
announced that W. W. B. Mclnnes was 
being Kent from Ottawa to help tho 
Liberals in the right. That indicated, 
beyond preaclvonturo, that tho Domin- 
ion government was determined that 
the Liberal party should gain suprem- 
acy in western Canada, a country 
which was constantly growing In Im- 
portance and which the federal author- 
ities wero beginning to realize would 
soon have to bo taken more into con- 
sideration in dealing with public affairs 
than in tho past. That was the outlook 
and it presaged a keen contest. But the 
Liberal-Conservatives wore ready and 
he bcliovod that those of tho Esqui- 
mau riding would do their best to de- 
feat the purpose of the federal admin- 
istration by elect lag t heir candidate, 
Hon. Mr. Pooley. (applause.) 

The country, Mr. I lelmcken said, was 
In a' prosperous condition. Tills had 
been largely brought about by the wise 
government furnished by Premier Mc- 
Brlde and his colleagues, (applause). 
The premier had given strong proof of 
his ability and strength of purpose at 
the recent conference of provincial pre- 
miers at Ottawa. There lie had main- 
tained a stand for a fair measure of 
justice for British Columbia As a re- 
sult ho had obtained recognition that 
this province possessed peculiarities 
which warranted the granting of «pe- 
clal terms — "better terms." That, in it- 
self, was an accomplishment. Would it 
bo wise, would it be safe, to turn down 
such a government at a critical time 
such as the present? That was tho 
question which the electors had to ask 
themselves before casting their votes. 
(Enthusiastic applause.) 

Mr. Helmcken, in conclusion, wished 
ail present a Happy New Year and he 
udded "to assure a 'Happy New Year* 
you must voto for good government." 
(Laughter and cheers.) 

Arthur Blockley, a resident of San 
Juan had known Hon. Mr. Pooley for 
many years. He had worked for him 
in previous elections and would do so 
again. He hoped that all would do tho 
same and so insure his return, (ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Helmcken moved a voto of 
thanks to the chairman and an expres- 
sion of confidence hi tho administra- 
tion of Premier McBrldo. Both reso- 
lutions were carried unanimously and 
amid enthusiasm. The gathoring dis- 
persed after singing "God Save the 
King." 

Premier Opens Campaign 

Last evening Premier McBrldo loft 
for his constituency having arranged 
to address meeting today at Chiliwhuck 
at 2 o'clock In the afternoon and at 
Maple Ridge at 8 in tho evening. On 
Saturday night he will speak at Port 
Moody. Having made this short tour 
the premier will return to Victoria on 
Sunday evening. 



LABOBfTES KlilE 
CANDIDATES FOR CITY 



Dr. Ernest Hall and A. Johnson 
Are Out for Legislative 
Seats 



Two candidates, Dr. Ernest Hail and 
A. Johnson, were selected to represont 
the Victoria branch of the Canadian 
Labor party, iu the contest for the hon- 
ors of the local constituency in the forth- 
coming provincial general elections, at 
a meeting of that organization held last 
evening nt Labor hall. The gathering 
was well-attended and enthusiastic 
throughout. 

Committees were struck, and one was 
entrusted with the preparation of a 
campaign newspaper. The gentlemen 
mentioned were then selected as the 
standard-bearers of the new party. In 
Ihis connection attention was called to 
the action of certain parties in nomin- 
ating so-called Independent Labor men 
in Nanainio and Lad.vsmith.

STORIES OF WtALTH IN NEVADA 



Millionaires Are Made on Short 
Notice in Goldfields and 
Tonopah Camps 



EARLY SETTLER KILLED 

Kingston, Out., Dec. 27. — Jumos 
I Cnmb aged 73 years, one of the early 
settlers, was accidentally shot arid 
I killed by hi" grandson, who was shoot- 
ing at a target on the homestead near 
I Mountain Grov«. 



"Little more than two years ago 
without funds, today a millionaire — 
tills tells briefly the wonderful luck of 
Col. G. H. Hayes, who will be re- 
membered in Victoria because of his 
dealings in connection with the AN 
berni mines," said J. A. Aikman, who 
arrived here from the Tonopah and 
Guldilelds mining districts in Nevada 
to spend the Christmas holidays with 
relatives. 

"The Colonel, they tell me, has 
squared all his accounts in this 
neighborhood, and has over a million 
dollars to his credit," continued Mr. 
Aikman. "He made it all on a lease 
taken by himself and four others for 
a year on the Mohawk mine, in Gold- 
fields. The lease expires In a few 
days, and there is no probability that 
it will be continued. The mine has 
proven, too rich for that. But Hayes 
has enough. 

"Ho left Victoria with nothing, or 
practically nothing, and landed iu 
Goldllelds, where he and three others 
on January 7 of last year took a lease 
on the Mohawk mine. They were to 
work the property and get a quarter 
interest in the output. They went up 
against it hard at. the commencement; 
they were in euch straits that they 
•wanted the men in thoir employ to 
take a share in the lease In payment 
of wages. Tho men wouldn't do this, 
and things looked bad. 

Strikes It Rich 
"A few days later Col. Hayes struck 
into one ot the richest veins the 
world has ever seen. This is no boom 
talk; It Is one of the richest veins 
ever heard of. Why, they shipped 
from the mine a carload of ore from 
the mine, valued at a million dollars. 

"Hayes* leaso will run out in a few 
days, but he has been working the 
mine for all he is "ivorth. He had a 
hoisting engine and plant shipped in 
by express from the East at an Im- 
mense cost; but it meant tho earn- 
ing of considerably more money for 
him. The shipments of the mine 
have netted fabulous sums and each 
of the four men intercstod in the 
lease is reputed to bo a millionaire. 
This I know, and know positively— 
the Mohawk Mining Company has 
over $2,000,000 deposited as a bank 
account at Goldfields, and an idea may 
he formed of the value of the mine 
when it is considered that the lease- 
holders get only 25 per cent. 

"Other British Columbians who 
have become very wealthy in the Nev- 
ada gdldfleldis Include John McICane, 
who hails from Rossland. He was a 
candidate for the provincial legisla- 
ture tp represent Rossland some 
years ago, being defeated. Well, Mc- 
Kane its a millionaire today. He got 
his start at Tonopah in the Tonopah 
Extension Mining Company five or 
six years ago, and then giot a lease on 
the Jumbo gold claim in Goldfields. 

Dr. Bowes, also from Rossland, who 
hnis now retired, a wealthy man, and 
taken up residence at Seattle, was 
interested with him in that leaso, and 
ho must have several hundred thous- 
and dollars to the good. 

Cleans Up Two Millions 
"C. D. Taylor, who wais in Victoria 
two weeks ago, left Victoria some 
years ago, after prospecting in this 
vicinity, and landed In Tonopah broke. 
He didn't have a cent, and worked on 
tho streets to get a grubstake. He 
afterward went over to what was then 
known as the Grandpa district, now 
Goldfields, which district had just 
been discovered. He staked "sixteen 
claims, and out of some of them he 
has cleaned up $2,000,000 at least. He 
recently sold out hhs interests In the 
Red Top and Jumbo mines for 
II, B00, 000 cash mid still has $500,000 
worth of stock In other properties. 
Some of the claims that he had staked 
also made fortunes for others who 
bought them from him for small sums 
In the earlier days. 

"Another man who made a fortune 
there was once in this district, but is 
better known at Dawson. A D. Nawh, 
nn American, went to Tonopah broke, 
and today he's worth half a million 
dollars. He got his start In the 
Manhattan-Dexter, Which he staked. 
He had a quarter Interest In the mine 
and manipulated the stock he held In 
Goliftelda, making considerable money. 
Then he wont into the Greenwater 
district on a copper proposition, where 
he also mado money by manipulating 
the stock he held In pronertles there. 

"There arc others who acquired 
sudden wealth In that district, but 
none with more romantic interest than 
a man named Wlngfleld. He was g 
gambler and drifted into the district 
without a cent. Today he has over 
M0, 000, 000. Some 'say he has twleo 
Hint nmounl. He got It all from 
mines in that district. 

"John Houston, former member for 
Nelson In tho provincial legislature, 
nud editor and publisher of the Nelson 
Tribune. Is one of those, on the other 
hand, who have not made good. When 
I hist isaw John Houston ho wan 
sticking type on the Sun, published at 
Goldfields." 

Mr. Aikman. who will return shortly 
to the Nevada camp, where he Is en- 
gaged in brokerage and mining, left 
Vlrtorhi about ten years ago, first en- 
gaging in buslnosis. in the Kootenay 
district and afterward at Dawson, 
from where he went to the Nevada 
gold fields. Ho say« the country Is 
Immensely rich. At present the high 
cost of transportation prevents any- 
thing but the richest of the ore being 
worked and shinned to the smelters. 
There are a number of small mills In 
the district at present. Until recently 



there was no flux to bo had. but tho 
finds of isllver, lead and copper in the 
Greenwater district have resulted in 
fluxes being available and It is prob- 
able, although fuel is scarce, that 
smelters or large mills will bo built, 
and then tho low-grade oro3 will be 
worked with big profits. The mines 
are mostly quartz propositions, but 
there are some placer deposits. 



LAY STEEL RAPIDLY. 

Workmen on C. P. R. Sudbury Line 
Rush Towards Parry Sound 

Toronto, Ont., Doc. 27— Track-laying 
gangs on tho C. P. R. Sudbury line 
gained their point when they laid steel 
Into Bala by Christmas morning. 
They laid over a mile of track In just 
about four hours. Within a few days 
they will be in Parry Sound, having 
only 14 miles of track to lay and 
averaging a mile and a half a day. 



HYMAN IMPROVES. 

Suffers from Insomnia and Nervous 
Trouble of Acute Character. 

London, Ont., Dec. 27. — The latest 
report's from Hon. C. S. Hyman, who 
is still In the South, say that he Is 
improving in health. He bus been 
assured that there is no organic com- 
plaint. He has been suffering from 
in'somnla and nervous troubles of an 
acute character, and it is hoped that 
rest and chnnge of scene will prove 
effective In restoring him to ills full 
strength. 

JAPANESE DEPORTED 

El Paso, Tex., Dec. 27. — Immigration 
officers have arrested five Japanese at 
Fort Hancock out of a large number 
smuggled over on Christmas night and 
all wero deported to Mexico today. 
Some of them had previously been re- 
jected by immigration officers hero, as 
all came under tho pauper classifica- 
tion. 

Nino Japanese applied fm- admis- 
sion at tho immigration bureau today, 
and all were rejected under the con- 
tract labor clause. The officers being 
satlslled that tho Japanese are under 
contract to work at Barstow.

Will Manufacture Lumber for 
Local and Northwest Can- 
adian Market 



CONTRACT FOR EQIMMLT ILL 



Tenders for Machinery Necessary to 
Cut From 100,000 to 125,000 
Feet Por Day 



Tho B. P. Graham Lumber company 
purchased the Tayior-Pattlson Mill 
Company's holdings on Victoria arm, 
near Point Kllice, yesterday. Tho con- 
sideration was about $00,000. Tho com- 
pany has also completed the purchase 
of a site for a large saw and planing 
mill for export shipment at Esquimau 
harbor, near Parson's Bridge, and con- 
tracts will bo let within the next few 
days for a modern plant for this mill. 
Tlie company is also building a small 
mill at the mouth of Gordon river, San 
Juan harbor, to cut the timber for the 
construction of a large mill to bo es- 
tablished next summer with a capacity 
of 150,000 feet of timber por day for 
export shipment. 

Tho Taylor-Pattison plant on the 
Arm will bo considerably enlarged. 
The Intention of the purchasers is to 
uso this mill for cutting lumber for 
the local and Northwest Canadian mar- 
ket, while tho mill to bo established 
on Esquimau harbor in readiness to 
begin cutting in July or August next 
will bo used for tho export trade over- 
seas. AVharves will bo built and one 
tug at least, if not more, secured to 
handlo th'o sailing ships chartered w> 
load lumber. 

Yesterday C. P. Betterton, manager 
of the B. P. Graham Lumber company, 
examined tho site for tho Esquimau 
mill and had witli him agents of ma- 
chinery manufacturers. The plans ot 
the mill have been drawn up and 
specifications prepared for tho equip- 
ment needed. Tenders are now being 
received for tho supply of tlie, plant, 
necessary for the cutting of from 100,- 
000 to 125,000 feet per day. A largo 
planing mill will also bo established 
in connection with the plant. 

The company's"' timber limits are on 
the AVest Coast, where the interests of 
the Monarch Timber company in tho 
San Juan district were acquired. 
Largo logging camps wdll be organized 
and timber boomed, not only for tho 
mill at San Juan, but also for tho Es- 
quimau plant. Rafts will bo towed by 
the company's tugs from San Juan to 
Esquimau. The mill at San Juan will 
commonso cutting, it is expected, about 
June. . , 

A week or two ago machinery bought 
from tho Adam's in ill, on tho Victoria 
arm, was taken to the West coast by 
the steamer Maude, chartered for that 
purposo from tho B. C. Salvage com- 
pany, and this machinery has been/ 
placed in position and will bo cutting 
shortly, getting out material for tho 
larger mill, the plant for which will 
not bo ready until April or May. It 
has been ordered and will be secured 
from tho manufacturers at tho earliest 
possible moment.

New York, Dec. 27.~\vith the ar- 
raignment and dismissal in the appeal 
court today of Mrs. Alexander Traut- 
man, Hie wife of a prominent physician 
on a charge of larceny came the final 
Ret of what is believed to be one of the 
most deplorable cases of mistaken 
Identity in the police history of this 
city. 

All's. Trautman was arrested on Fifth 
avenue un Christmas eve on complaint 
of Peter Mogan, a salesman, who ac- 
cused her of having robbed him of $13, 
a few evenings before. Mogan said the. 
woman had accosted him on the street, 
hud Invited him into a dark hallway 
and that when he left ho learned that 
the money, which had been in his 
pocket was missing. Airs. Trautman 
protested her innocence but the police- 
man, upon whom Hognn had called to 
arrest her, took her to the station 
house. The arrest of the fashionably 
dressed woman on the crowded street 
attracted a great crowd which fol- 
lowed the officer and his prisoner. 

At the station house. Mrs. Trautman 
Hguln tearfully protested tlu.t sue was 
;i victim of a terrible mistake and gave 
the sergeant in charge the name of her 
husband and several friends who she 
said would substantiate her slory. 
None of these could be reached Imme- 
diately by telephone, however, and 
Mrs. Trautman was taken to a cell, 
where s ) lr was forced to spend several 
hours in the company of half a dozen 
dissolute women, who had been arrest- 
ed on various charges. At that time 
friends of Arrs. Trautman had been no- 
tified of her predicament and had hur- 
ried to the station house to procure her 
release. They protested agajnst the ar- 
rest as an outrage, but were informed 
that it would be necessary for them to 
furnish ball before she could he given 
her liberty. Bail to the amount of $1,- 
000 was furnished and Airs. Trautman 
was taken to her home. 

When she appeared in the police 
court Christmas morning ITog-an. the 
accuser, was there lo press the charge. 
Ho said he was certain that he could 
not have been mistaken. He declared 
he had followed Airs. Trnutninn for 
several blocks observing her closely 
and was satisfied before he caused her 
arrest that she was the woman who in- 
vited him into the dark hallway. 

On the strength of this testimony, 
the magistrate was obliged to hold tlie 
prisoner for furl her examination. 



RENDERS JUDGMENT 
IN FAVOR OF COAST 



Traffic Officer of the Freight Rate 
Commission Submits His 
Opinion 



Winnipeg, Alan., Dec. 1*7. — Secretary 
of the board of trade received a 
lengthy type written opinion of J. 
Hardwell, traffic officer of the Board ot 
Freight Rate Commissioners for Can- 
ada on the subject of Vancouver east- 
bound vs. Winnipeg westbound C. P. 
ft. freight rates. The whole subject is 
dealt with exhaustively. The part most 
intelligible to the general public is con- 
tained in a summary by Air. Hardwell 
which reads as follows; 

"I would advise: 

"(A) — That, with regard to its freight 
rates the company's lines between Van- 
couver. B. C. and Calgary, Alberta, be 
placed In the relative position with^re- 
spect to Its lini! between Winnipeg and 
Calgary that exist* .-! Immediately prior 
to tho passage of the act 60 — 61, Vic- 
toria chapter 5, commonly known as 
the Crow's Nest Pass agreement,'' 

"(B)— That the freight rates of the 
company's linos between Revelstoke, B. 
C. ami MacLeod, Alta, bear the same 
relation to the rales of. its line be- 
tween Winnipeg and Calgary, as do the 
rates of Its line between Vancouver and 
Calgary, aforesaid having regard to the 
order of the board No. 1017 dated Nov. 
0. 1006, in the matter of the applica- 
tion of the board of trade of Knsio. B. 
C., that for this purpose the line be- 
tween Yale, B. C. and MacLeod via 
Arrowhead and Kootenay landing be 
considered as one section and the max- 
imum mileage that via Calgary wher- 
ever the distance via Cajgary is less 
than the distance via Kootenay land- 
ing. 

■ (C)— That commodity rates be es- 
tablished from Vancouver to Calgary 
rind MacLeod rind intermediate points 
on (he same articles as have been ac- 
corded commodity rates from Wlnni- 1 
peg under the aforesaid Crow's Nest I 
Pass agreement and that such rates be 
calculated in accordance with clauses 
A and B. 

"(D) — That to points between Van- 
couver and Calgary, MacLeod and in 
the Kootenays for commodities from 
the east, carried all rail under trans- 
continental rates, no rates be made 
lower than the sum of eastern rates to 
Vancouver and the rates from Vancou- 
ver to the destination. 

"I think this should. cover the ground. 
Clause "D" ought to prevent such rates 
as have been cited to Nelson, for in- 
stance, which are higher from Vancou- 
ver than from Winnipeg, for the Van- 
couver shipper will have the balance of 
the rate from Winnipeg to the coast in 
his favor.

crowds of people patiently awaiting the 
time when the oillcial announcement 
will go forth, "The townsite is ready;

The indications are tliat when Prince 
Rupert city lots are placed on the mar- 
ket a mad rush, unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the Pacific Coast, will ensue. 

To ensure the welfare of the city, 
strict measures regarding residence, im- 
provement of property,' class of build- 
ing to be erected, will have to be en- 
forced. Otherwise I he city will be a 
prey to speculation. 

The exact townsite has yet to be 



selected, hut it will be somewhere on 
ICaien Island. The wharf and settle- 
ment now known as Prince Itupert are 



are dotted with signals that have been 
used in hydrographic- work. The sound- 
ings taken by ti. BV Dodge, of the De- 
partment of .Marine-ami Fisheries, show 
that the entrance for a width of 2,000 
feet hus an average depth of one hun- 
dred feet, lie has swept the entrance 
channel 31! feet deep at extreme low 
tide and found very few rocks. The 
difference between high and tow tide 
is 25 feel. . 

.1. H. Bacon, G. T. I*. harbor en- 
gineer, knows a good thing., when be sees 
it. He 1 1 ' was who, after inspecting all 
the possible harbors, such as Port Simp- 
son, ICitamaat and Port Neville, decid- 
ed in favor of Tuck's Inlet in October, 
1003. A year later, when the directors 
of the G. T. P. company went over the 
same ground, they ratified his choice. 

Kaien Island is wooded from the 
water's edge to the summit of the Old- 
field range, which is, as it were, the 
backbone of the island, rising to its 
greatest height at 2,800 feet. Between 
the base of this range and Prince Ru- 
pert harbor there is a space approxi- 
mately 7,000 feet wide. This is rolling 
ground and fit for townsite purposes. 
Level ground sufficient for railway 
yards has been located. Of the several 
si reams Hays creek is the largest. 

During llii' summer five survey par- 
ties have been engaged in the topo- 
graphical work of Kaien Island. That 
number is to be doubled this winter in 
order to expedite work. The portion of 
the island contiguous to the present 
camp has been the first to be surveyed 
and platted. Prom the contour ma]) the 
most suitable site for a city will be 
selected. Thereupon a landscape engin- 
eer will be employed to lay out a model 
city. Then and not till thou will it be 
possible to buy city lots. At the earli- 
est it will be July, 1007, before proper- 
ty is placed on the market 

By the new venr Prince Itupert will 
have electric light. The electricity will 
be conveyed three miles from Seal har- 
bor, where it will be manufactured by | [f r 
the Tie & Timber company. As waste oc 
from the sawmill can be Utilized to sup- 
ply mechanical energy, i' is estimated 
that Prince Rupert can at present be 
lighted more cheaply by the Tie & Tim- 
ber company than if the ti. X. P. com- 
pany generated its own light. 
.. The present dwellers of Rupert use 
rain water, of which there is a plenti- 
ful Btipply. As the town grows water 
will he derived, first from Hays creek, 
on the island, and later from Shawut- 
lans lake, on the mainland, five miles 
distant. This lake would be ample to 
supply a city of ten thousand people. In 
the river which forms its outlet two 
falls occur, the upper being 50 feet 
high, and the lower 25 feet. At high 
tide the latter are scarcely visible. Palls 
00 feet in height occur also above the 
lake. The survey party that discovered 
them was on the lookout for a higher 
lake, which would give more pressure 
as well as increased volume. 

The local names of Kaien (bog) and 
Shawn tlans (much rain) suggest what 
are the climatic conditions. But as in 
many another place — Vancouver, for in- 
stance — the weather may not he as bad 
as it is painted. There is reason to be- 
lieve that Rupert is more favored than 
Simpson or Essington, because it is shel- 
tered from the cold and wet winds blow- 
ing from the Skcena and the Naas 



to say, will be built within the coming 
year. • 

There are four passes by which the 
Grand Trunk Pacific might como 
through the Rocky mountains, viz., the 
Teace, Pino', Wapiti and Yellow Head'. 
'Choice has been made in favor of the 
Yellow Head, altitude 3,25(5 feet. 
Thence to the edast a water-grade can 
be procured by following the FraBer, 
Nechaeo, Bulkloy and Skcena rivers. 
With the exception of the short line 
along the Blow-Bowing Nechaeo, the 
whole route will be down grade. The 
railway will reach Edmonton in 1008, 
and be completed to the coast, it is ex- 
pected, by 1011. 

If Prince Rupert is not a great city 
in 20 years, as great as any oiv the Pa- 
cific coast, then 1 fail to read the future 
aright. 

Railroad construction will be follow- 
ed by the development of the mineral, 
timber and agricultural lands o£ middle 
British Columbia, and by the growth of 
manufactures. 

The Queen Charlotte Islands, of un- 
told wealth in fish, timber, minerals and 
coal, are only SO miles from Prince Ru- 
pert. At Ketchikan is the base of sup- 
ply for Prince of Wales Island, so will 
Rupert be the supply point for Queen 
Charlotte, an archipelago of 0,000 
square miles. 

Prince Rupert will also lie the distrib- 
uting point for the goldfields of . North- 
ern British Columbia and the Yukon. 

The Oriental trade is in its infancy. 
In conjunction with the G. T. P. trans- 
continental railway a Pacific steamship 
service will be inaugurated. As the race 
is to the swift, the Grand Trunk Pacific 
company will become a dangerous com- 
petitor in the bidding for the world's 
traffic. For, mark you, the distance 
from Yokohama to Rupert will be the 
shortest route across the Pacific. It is 
approximately 400 miles shorter than 
from Yokohama to Vancouver or Seat- 
tle, and 000 miles shorter than to San 
n Cisco. Further, when Hudson Bay 
nnes the trade route, which it even- 
tually must become, the journey from 
Yukobama to Liverpool via Prince Ru- 
pert and Hudson Bay will be a couple 
of thousand miles shorter than the 
shortest existing route,

Owing to the growth of business, 
Prince Rupert has now become a regu- 
lar port of call for coast steamers. The 
most comfortable by which -to travel 
during these winter months is the Ca- 
mosttn, rof the Union Steamship com- 
pany. This is a steel screw steamer, 
Paisley 'built; - and capable of accom- 
modating 140 first class passengers and 
100 steerage. The appointments of the 
steamer are excellent — staterooms 
lnrge, table and attendance good. Capt. 
Saunders, accustomed for fifteen years 
to navigating in British Columbia coast 
waters, has been in command since she 
went into service, in July, J 1900. 

The steamer stops at Alert Bay, Riv- 
ers - Inlet, Skcena and Portland Canal 
ports. To one who wishes to make a 
tlying visit to Prince Rupert she is con- 
venient because it takes her 40 hours to 
conclude; her journey to Stewart, on 
Portlaud Canal, and return. Though 
her speed is 14 knots, she travels at 
about 11. That slow rate of going, com- 
bined with the many places of call and 
the large consignments of canned salm- 
on to be loaded, makes the round trip 
consume about ten days. It is quite 
probable that next summer the Camo- 
sun will be taken oil" the cannery run 
and made to ply between Victoria, Van- 
couver and Prince Rupert. The single 
trip fare from Victoria to Prince Rupert 
is $18. 

The land purchased by tho Grand

When J. H. Pillsbury, assistant har- 
bor engineer, arrived in May, 1000, with 
17 men, there was not oven a clearing 
on Kaien Island.

The name of the lake (Sha wa t lansj 
has been given to the G. T. P. gasoline 
launch. It was built in Vancouver, and 
is a gem. forty feet long, 8-foot beam 
and with 20 h. p. Buffalo engine, it. 
made the trip from Vancouver to Ru- 
pert in 07 hours while running at half 
speed. The cabin contains four hunks 
and the engine room two. Between the 
two rooms is a tiny buffet.

Although Mr. Hobson could say noth- 
ing in regard to the Consolidated Cari- 
boo, he was not averse to discussing the 
mining situation generally.

This, undoubtedly, was due, to a large 
extent, to the legislation introduced by 
L'ae administration of Premier McBride. 
His steadying hand upon the helm of 
the government had had the natural re- 
sult. Before then capitalists locking up- 
on British Columbia had remarked, "Oh, 
yes, that Country has line mineral re- 
sources, hut things are so unsettled that 
investment is rather precarious." This 
sentiment had been altered. It was 
very different now. People with money 
were eager to come in and to assist in 
the exploitation of rich mines, which, 
hitherto, had been lying dormant. 

Referring to mining in particular, he 
expressed the opinion tint t tho rise in 
the value of all varieties of ore had re- 
sulted in a stimulation of the industry. 
But another, and a factor more potent 
in its influence than any other, was the 
fact that the Guggenheims, one of the 
largest and soundest mining institutions 
of the world, had entered the British 
Columbia field. That alone, he thought, 
was hound to encourage other investors 
and to result, generally, in giving those 
with capital confidence in the future of 
the Canadian West as a mining centre. 

"As to British Columbia as a mining 
country generally," said Mr. Hobson, 
"why, 1 believe there's nothing like it. 
It's ' hardly likely that 1 would have 
spent twelve or more years here, work- 
ing uphill all the time, if I hadn't, the. 
utmost faith in the future of the coun- 
try." lie went on to say that there 
was every evidence that the trend of 
feeling had altered, and that the pros- 
pects were that British Columbia, from 
now on. would enjoy an ever-increasing 
share of the prosperity which was be- 
ing experienced throughout the whole of 
the Dominion of Canada.

A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on us for our neglect of such 
cases." Need we further ask, ig this in- 
stitution needed? 

The death-roll from consumption In 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British Columbia it is over two 
hundred. 

Trie number of persons invalided from 
consumption is authoritatively estimated 
to be live times as great as the number 
of deaths therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty thousand invalids in Canada, 
and a thousand in British Columbia, 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yearly we lose the ben- 
efit of the services and earning powers 
of thousands ■ of citizens who are in- 
capacitated b> illness, and others wo lose 
outright by death, through this one 
cause— and that a ■ preventable cause. 
This Is something to set political econ- 
omists thinking very seriously. It is a 
responsibility too vast to he measured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
language. 

No fanciful theories, untried methods, 
or mere experiments are proposed. The 
simple, God-given remedies, viz.: Fresh 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, and suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these renuisitos are obtainable ouly 
in a sanitorium. \ 

A further advantage connected with 
such an institution is that the udmls- 
sion of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from the general 
community; and when, after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or other- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first ini- 
portnnce, because the first principle im- 
pressed on a patient on entering a sani- 
torium is the care lie should exercise in 
his personal habits; the necessity for 
cleanliness, for care in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, op 
oven he likely to spread, contagion; iu a 
word, he is persistently taught to move 
and live so that no other human being 
shall be likely, in the remotest sense, to 
stiller on account of any thoughtlessness 
ou his part in the care of himself. Such 
a person, when discharged from the In- 
stitution is, by his training in the sani- 
torium. not only impressed with the nec- 
essity for continuing such caution, bat, 
because or his knowledge so gained, be- 
comes in his family nnd general sur- 
roundings an educational influence infin- 
itely more effective than all the litera- 
ture anil arguments of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consumption are 
not only fully understood, hut ate well 
recognized, and it is now ail accepted 
fact that consumption is preventable and 
may bo cured, or its course arrested. 
That ' being so, inaction is. to say th« 
least, criminal, It is our duty to endeav-' 
or, in any case, to stem the progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It Is proposed to build a sanitorium In 
British Columbia. The provincial gov- 
ernment are prepared to assist, and the 
people generally, through local societies 
formed all over tho country, are willing 
to maintain. You are asked to help us to 
build. Action, immediate action, is Im- 
perative, tr we wish to stem this awful 
title of mortality. To stand idly by any 
longer Is tantamount to being willing par- 
ticipators iu something worse than raco 
suicide.

PROVINCIAL FINANCES. 

A government that found the provin- 
cial finances disorganized, a large deficit 
1i> facq and the province's credit sadly 
impaired in money circles, not because 
of any luck of confidence in the natural 
wealth of the country, but because of 
the uncertainty that had marked politi- 
cal conditions, is certainly entitled to a 
greal deal of credit.

We are glad 
of Ibis. Hitherto there has been very 
little active interest taken in those elec- 
tions. Usually they have been largely 
personal mailers, and there would be a 
speech or two just before voting day, 
n.l'd at a time when nearly every one 
had already decided how to rote. Mr. 
I'atcreon proposes to go upon the public 
platform early in llic campaign, and in 
thai way place his views before the 
citizens. .Mr. .Motley was uncertain 
yesterday as to whether or not he woidd 
fake this course. He ought to do so. 
lie ought 1<> let the voters know 
whether or not he has anything to say 
on municipal questions, which will en- 
title hint to their support. We arc 
simply telling the bald truth when we 
say that he has kept the city in a tur- 
moil ever since he sat in the civic chair. 
Of itself this would not be so objection- 
aide, if Ihe turmoil meant progress, but 
il has uol. Wc are just where we were 
in municipal 'matters twelve months ago, 
ami there is not the least reason to 
suppose that we will be any further ad- 
vanced in fwelve months from now, if 
Mr. Morloy is again elected. 

The questions involved in the muni- 
cipal campaign are as important in -their 
way as those involved in the provincial | 
contest, and I hey should be discussed I 
with the same freedom as characterizes 
the discussion of provincial matters. 
Therefore we repent that we are glad 
Hcii Mr. Paterson intends to meet the 
voters in a I least, one public meeting. 
fcJvcry Olio will lie the better fur en- 
lightenment upon civic mailers and for 
II full expression of views from such a 
practical business mau as he is.

TIMBER LICENCES. 

Our friend, the News £ \ n v West- 
minster, objects to the policy which 
makes the issuing of timber licenses a 
mailer of routine, Our contemporary 
does ii< rl say exactly what il vvcllld like, 
bnl il asks us if we "forgel that what 
would be a fair ami just rental and roy- 
ally on one Irael of timber would he a 
low rale on another, and an exorbitant 
rate upon still another?" From this it 
may be assumed that the Xews would 
have the government lix rentals and roy- 
allies al its own sweet will from time 
lo time, as applications fur timber 
licenses are made. Our contemporary 
cm hardly have given the matter much 
consideration, or it would never have 
taken such an extraordinary position. 
.Such an arrangement would, in the first 
place, call for a complete departure 
from tin? principle, happily common to 
all British countries, of having one law 
applicable lo ail people. Suppose for a 
moment that the Mc Bride government 
had introduced a Bill into the House 
authorizing the Chief Commissioner to 
lix rentals ami royalties at such figures 
as might seem to him just, would the 
>,'e\vs not have said, and have said very 
properly, that such a measure would put 
into the hands of the government pow- 
ers that ought not to be entrusted to 
any one? We think it would have said 
so. We think it would have protested 
ju its very forcible way against such 
a violation of the true principles of 
legislation. The Xews is very well ac- 
quainted with a gentleman, who once 
held a seat in the legislature. Will it 
oblige us by saying if that gentleman 
ever advocated, or if he now advocates, 
the conferring of such powers upon any 
minister? 

In the second place, the expense at- 
tending such an arrangement would 
make it impracticable, even if it were 
justifiable. The News must, know that 
the Land Department lias no menii3 of 
ascertaining what a particular piece of 
limber land is worth; U would have to 
send out its cruisers lo examine il, 
which would keep scores of high-priced 
men in Ihe. field all Ihe time. X good 



"A SATISFACTORY SETTLEMENT." 

Yesterday morning the Colonist asked 
ils evening contemporary to inform the 
public as to .Mr. Tcmpleman's attitude 
in regard to ihe case of the province 
for better terms, is presented to the 
Intel-provincial Conference by >Ir. Me- 
Bride. Lust night il told us that Mr. 
McBride had "precipitately retreated 
from the conference when he foresaw 
the possibility of a satisfactory solu- 
tion." As this is the only reply that 
has been vouchsafed, we assume that 
we do Mr. Teni pieman no injustice 
when we say thai he regarded the offer 
of $100,(100 a year for ten years as a 
"satisfactory solution" of claims based 
upon "conditions of a permanent na- 
ture," lo quote Ihe resolution unani- 
mously passed by ihe legislature in 100,"), 
a resolution drawn by Ihe Leader of the 
Opposition. The official story of the 
Conference, which both Ihe Victoria pu- 
llers have printed, shows thai Mr. Mc- 
Bride did not withdraw from the con- 
ference until after that body had re- 
fused lo accept the proposal for the 
appointment of a commission, and until 
after the resolution offering the province 
Ihe pittance above mentioned had been 
moved. The only thing in sight, when 
he withdrew, was $100,000 a year for 
ten years. This we are to understand 
would have been, in the opinion of the 
Minister of Inland Revenue, the repre- 
sentative of British Columbia in the 
Dominion Cabinet, "a satisfactory solu- 
tion."' We now know where Mr. Tem- 
pletuan and the Liberal 'Parly stand. 
This small sum, nol equal to the gaiu 
in revenue from single departments of 
the local government, is in their opin- 
ion "n satisfactory solution" of claims 
arising out of conditions, which Sir Wil- 
frid I, under in addressing the Confer- 
ence said "created exceptional difficul- 
ties, which ought lo be taken into con- 
sideration." This altitude, which we 
must, assume Mr. Templcmnu lakes, for 
it is the attitude of the newspaper 
which he owns and for whose utter- 
ances he is responsible, is all the more 
important to be generally understood, 
in view of the fact that Mr. Mclnues is 
lo be sent into Ihe political arena. The 
demands of Ihe province, reasonable 
though they are, will not be conceded, 
because, if they are, Quebec will insist 
upon a further addition tu her revenue 
from Dominion sources. Therefore a 
party must be put in power in British 
Columbia, which will he more tractable 
than the McBride ministry, and in or- 
der to accomplish this result every ef- 
fort of which the Ottawa machine is 
capable will be made. Quebec will not 
consent to justice being done British 
Columbia, and as Quebec must be kept 
in line, if the Laurier ministry is to re- 
main in power, il is necessary lo get 
the British Columbia ease settled upon 
some basis to which Quebec cannot in 
any conscience lake exception. The Ot- 
tawa government, knows perfectly well 
Unit no Conservative government in 
British Columbia will ever accept the 
sum offered by the Conference, but 
Messrs. Templeman, Mucdoniild, Mcln- 
nes ami Ihe others, fur whom Ihe Times 
speaks, regard it as a "satisfactory solu- 
tion," ami therefore no means will be 
left untried that will place tllCUl in con- 
trol nf the local legislature. 



WHY MAKE A CHANGE ? 

Jt Is Tor the members of the provin- 
cial Opposition to show reasons why 
i.hc people should withdraw their con- 
fidence from the administration. They 
have not yet attempted lo do so. The 
Liberal papers have contented them- 
selves with ihe reiteration of a phrase, 
which seems to bc-Mr. .1. A. Macdon- 
ald's sole contribution to the politics of 
British Columbia. It is a phrase for 
which there Is absolutely no warrant 
in fact, but it Is being worked to 
death just the same. The Colonist does 
not propose to leave the Kalen Island 
mutter undiscussed, because it feels 
confident that the conduct of the gov- 
ernment in the premises will be ap- 
proved of by the groat majority of the 
people of the province.

But the bargain 
made by the government with the 
Grand Trunk Pacific is one of the most 
prominent acts of the administration 
and being a proper subject of criti- 
cism, thin paper will, during the cam- 
paign, take occasion to state fully why 
It believes the course pursued by the 
goyemmont was in the best interests of 
the province. Friends of the adminis- 
tration and nil others, who believe that 
It is for the welfare of the province 
of British Columbia that Mr. Ale- 
Bride should be given the support of 
the electorate at the forthcoming elec- 
tion, need havu no fear as to what the 
opinion of the public: will be when this 
case Is presented upon Us merits, and

A club at one of the many beauty 
spots lying in the vicinity of Victoria, 
where the automobile and motorboat en- 
thusiasts may gather ill a social way 
during the summer months, is proposed 
by members of the local auto club. The 
project: has been taken up seriously and 
With characteristic energy, and there is 
every indication that it will be carried 
through to u successful issue. 

It is believed that it will he possible 
to find an admirable site at Albert 
'Head. In the iirst place tho run 
through JMetohosin, from the stand- 
point of the automobile devotee, is 
one of the finest of tho many beautiful 
landscapes to be enjoyed on the south- 
ern part of V/uncdiiver Island. The 
roads also are always in fairly good 
condition. Then it is not a long trip 
from the local harbor to Albert Head 
for any of the fast mptorboats which 
aro owned by residents of the city. 
Building of Modest Dimensions 
The intention is not to spend a very 
large sum of money on the enterprise 
at the outset. As far as can be gath- 
ered, . the present club is willing to 
stand an outlay of some four or live 
thousand dollars on tho building to be 
constructed. What they want now, they 
say, is a structure having one large 
room and a kitchen, provided with the 
equipment necessary for the refresh- 
ment of the sportsmen belonging to the 
organization in the course of their ex- 
cursions through the different outlying 
sections of the country bordering upon 
the capital of British Columbia.

CITY COUNCIL ACCEPTS 



And Transacts Various Other Civic 
Business of a Routine 
Nature 



A matter which lias been tho cause 
of much wurry for the past few weeks, 
and which lias been responsible for not 
a few lengthy sessions, was settled at a 
meeting of the city council last night, 
when tlie final plans for tlie subdivision 
of the Fairfield Farm estate were uc- 
ceptod. Two sets of plans were submit- 
ted, both being similar to those which 
were rejected at tlie last meeting. Tho 
feeling was by no means unanimous in. 
favor of their acceptance, and it. was 
only by a narrow margin that they wont 
through. 

The rock on which tho council and the 
surveyors nearly split was the continu- 
ation of Ceorge street. When tlie plans 
were rejected at the last meeting of the 
council, it was Willi tlie understanding 
that George street was to be contin- 
ued, whereas, as shown on tho plans, 
it was cut off short. At yesterday's 
meeting the surveyors, who wore pres- 
ent, pointed out that it was impos- 
sible to continue the street, owing to 
the conformation of tho other streets in 
that district. Some of tlie aldermen 
agreed, while others thought that with' 
tlie sacrifice of a little land the street 
could be continued all tight. The coun- 
cil had gone into committee, to consider 
the plans, and when it arose a recom- 
mendation was passed to the effect that 
both plans be accented as submitted. 

Aid. Fell, however, offered an amend- 
ment to the effect that the plans be not 
accepted until due arrangement had 
been made for the continuation of 
George street. 

The majority of the aldermen had, 
however, apparently had all that they 
wanted of tlie subdivision plans, and on 
a show of hands being culled, it was 
found that the amendment hud been 
killed. Those who voted for tlie ac- 
ceptance of the plans were: Aid. Good- 
acre, Aid. Stewart, Aid. Hall, Aid. 
Vincent, Aid. Yates, Aid. Davey. The 
Mayor, Aid. Douglas, Aid. Fell and 
Aid. Fullerton voted for tlie rejection 
of the plans unless the wlshed-for al- 
terations were made. 

Routine Business 

Two by-laws occupied attention. The 
first, the Sewer Connections by-law, 
was introduced by Aid. Vincent. This 
measure contains u list of tlie names 
of some one hundred and twenty per- 
sons, property owners and householders 
who have refused to obey the orders 
of the city engineer and to connect the 
premises either owned or occupied by 
them with tlie city sewerage system. It 
is proposed that the city avail itself of 
its rights as set forth In the Sewerage 
by-laws, and make the necessary con- 
nections, charging up til! expenses to 
the owners. 

Aid. Davey objected to the introduc- 
tion of tlie by-law on tho ground's that 
it was too late in tlie year to deal prop- 
erly witli the measure. His objection, 
however, was overruled, only Aid. Doug- 
las standing by him when it came to a 
show of hands, 'and" the by-law passed 
its second reading. If will be anally 
pussed nt the next .-meeting. 

The amendments to the Building by- 
law introduced by Aid. Fullerton at 
the last meeting of tlie council wore 
also read for the last time, and duly 
signed, sealed and delivered. 

A letter was received from Hou. 
Templeman in reference to the delay 
in tlie granting of the letters patent for 
tlie water lots on Rock Bay to the city.

I'liings bad been going along quite 
smoothly, when sudden); Mr. Morpliv 
arose. "I wisli to register an objection, 
said he. "I hnve reasons for believing 
llml Mr. Morley 's name lias no business 
on i he voiers' list, and that he is nut 
iliialihod to hold llie posilidn of mayor." 

Their was something like consterna- 
tion among those present.. iukI everyone 
li-le:ied eagerly to hear what more Mr. 
Morpliy might hnve to say. 

"I believe," continued Mr. Morpliy, 
"I nil Mr. Morloy is not a British citi- 
zen. Mr. Morjey was once naturalized 
as an American citizen, and voted in the 
slates of New York and California. 1 
ii in now in communication with the 
courts in both those statos." 

"1 may as well save Mr. •Morpliy any 
more trouble on that score," replied the 
Mayor, when Mr. Morpliy had finished 
his imlictmeut. "I was. an American 
citizen unci', bul 1 have been a natural- 
ized Canadian for some years now. If 
Mr. Morpliy searches the records at the 
court house he will find the papers all 
in good order." 

1 1 being well on to lunch hour, the 
con 11 adjourned at this stage to allow 
Mr. Morpliy an opportunity to look over 
llie books ai the court house. When 
the court again met, Mr. Morphy an- 
nounced that according to the records 
he. found that Mr. Morley had been re-

Mr. Morpliy sprung another sensa- 
tion, although of a somewhat milder 
sort, when he accused the city official.? 
of discrimination in making out llie 
voters' list. Mr. Morphy only cited one 
[X'usex, that of Andrew Fairfull, and 
wanted to know why his name did not 
appear uu the lists. Mr. Fairfull, lie 
alleged, was shown ns qualifying on the 
road tax, which, as a matter of fact, be 
knew lie had not paid. W. P. Winsby, 
tux collector; replied that it was trite 
that Air. Fairfull had not ps id the to:, 
but that lie had claimed exemption 011 
the ground that be was over lifiv vears 
of ago. 

"Well, what difference does iliat 
make, anyway?" inquired Mr. .Morpliy, 
"Mr. Fairfull isn't tin; courl of revis- 
ion, is he. He hasn't paid his rates, 
and his name ought to be before Ibis 
court."

Today arrangements for tho sealing 
season will be made by tho sharehold- 
ers of the Victoria Sealing company, 
which controls tho bulk of tho fleet of 
Victoria, the depot on this side of tho 
Paeillc and tho principal outfitting 
point in tho world. The annual meet- 
ing will bo bold this afternoon at the 
rooms of tho Board of Trade and offi- 
cers will be elected and arrangements 
made for the coming season. As many 
vessels as crews can bo found to man 
them will be sent to sea. The "Slwash" 
Meet will not be numerous, as far us 
can bo learned; In fact the number of 
| vessels to carry Indian crows will de- 
I pond upon the supply of Indian hunt- 
I ers. During; the past few years tho 
I sealers have had difficulty in securing 
I complements of Indian hunters and 
e.'ich year the difficulty has increased. 
Five or six vessels will probably bo 
sent out with full complements of white 
hunters, outlltted for a term of nine 
months or moro, to follow the herds 
from the southern California coast 
north to Alaska; and when tho coast 
season ends in May these vessels wdll 
proceed to Copper islands to hunt on 
the grounds off the Russian rookeries 
until the Bering Sea season opens In 
August next. 

The "Independent" schooners this 
season have been increased by the ad- 
dition of the schooners Bllo and 
Thomas F. Bayard. Tse Ella <»., flrst 
to put to sea, left early In December to 
proceed south to hunt off the Callfor- 
nian coast with Capt. J. C. Voss in 
command. The Bayard Is being over- 
hauled and made ready for sea and 
Capt. Hans Elakstad will take her out. 
It has not yet been decided whether 
a full crow of white hunters will be 
taken or whether Indians will be so- 
cured. Other "independent vessels" 
aro tho Umbrina, which Capt. Haan, 
formerly of the Jessie, will command 
this season, Jessie and Eva Marie. 

Another featuro of today's meeting 
will bo the arrangement to pay a div- 
idend As a result of the season's work 
a dividend of one dollar per share or 
S 1-2 per cent is to be paid on Jan. 2. 

A Washington despatch to tho Chi- 
cago-Record, wont to the coast by tho 
Associated Press says that Edwin W. 
Sims, special agent sent to the Priby- 
loff rookeries last summer by the 
United States has advocated the brand- 
ing of the seals of Bering Sea. This 
was done In a most Inhuman manner 
by an electrical brandor Invented by 
Dr. Starr Jordan and Prof. Farmer 
some years ago and tho pelts taken by 
sealers with brands showed What 
agony the animals must have suffered 
when the wounds came In contact with 
salt water. This was stopped some 
years ago. The despatch says: 

"President Roosevelt and his cabinet 
aro considering the suggestions made 
by District Attorney Sims of Illinois to 
protect the seal rookeries of the North 
Pacific. Sims reported to Secretary 
Metcalf on his return from a trip of 
Investigation to the Prlbilof seal is- 
lands that the decrease In the herd 
was duo solely to pelagic sealing. 

"While it is true tho size of the herd 
has been steadily decreasing for a 
number of yoars,'' Sims said, 'I believe 
Its existence is moro seriously threat- 
ened at this time than ever before In 
its history. The herd is In the most 
critical condition. The high price paid 
for seal skins in the London market 
last your lias not only led to renewed 
activity on the part of Canadian seal- 
ing fleets, but is unquestionably re- 
sponsible for the appearance in Bering 
sea this year of the largest fleet of Jap- 
anese vessels which has ever directed 
Its operations against the Pribllof herd. 
Fleets of the size of the Japanese, can- 
not prey long on the already diminish- 
ing herd without annihilating U.' 

"In view of this warning Secretary 
Root has determined to push negotia- 
tions with Groat Britain, Russia and 
Japan, the three powers having poses- 
sions in the North Pacific, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a treaty forbidding 
pelagic sealing-. Sims has suggested 
It: would bo practicable to brand or tag 
all of the seals born on the Islands in 
the same way that tho great herds of 
cattle which roam tho western prairies 
are branded, ami that action of this 
kind on the part of the United States 
would reduce the seals to its Posses- 
sion and justify it in protecting them 
on the high seas."

MACKENZIE & UN'S LONE HAND 



Fascinating Chapter of Commercial 
Romance — How 125 Miles of Road 
Grow Into Transcontinental Lino 



The whole art of railway creution 
whs exposed last night to an admir- 
ing audience of iJOO of the commercial 
magnates of Toronto, says the Toronto 
World of December 15th. It was done 
at the board of trade banquet to the 
two princes of Canadian progress mid 
prosperity, as J. B. Sccor termed them 
in his letter of regret— William Mac- 
kenzie mid Dun Mann, the authors and 
finishers {.ho Canadian Northern Rail- 
way 'System. To this brace of Ajaxes 
should be added the Ulysses of the 
event, Zebulon A. I, ash, K.O. It is an 
open secret that behind the, executive 
and motive forces of the two railway 
builders, stood the constructive and con- 
stituting capacity of the keen-minded 
lawyer. To hear his story of how the 
road was pieced together, with policy 
here and enterprise there; with strategic 
caution in one place, and dashing decis- 
ion in another, while the control was 
preserved where it could be most 
promptly exercised, was to listen to a 
fascinating chapter of commercial ro- 
mance, 'i 
A Tribute 

'A. A. Lash had something to say of 
Mackenzie and Mann, things which they 
would be loo modest to say of them- 
selves. 

"There is a general knowledge am- 
ong the people of Canada that Macken- 
zie and Mann are great railway builders 
and that the Cnnndian Northern Rail- 
way belongs to them, and there is also a 
general but erroneous impression that 
they have been so largely bomised and 
subsidized by public lauds and money 
and have been so long 'feeding at the 
public -trough' to', use the elegant ex- 
pression ot sonic of the newspapers, that 
the.v tlo not deserve much credit for 
what they have done. (No, no.) I have 
been connected with the enterprise of 
the Canadian Northern Railway from 
its inception, in :i capacity which en- 
ables me to speak with personal and ac- 
curate knowledge respecting .Mackenzie 
and Mann's connection with it and res- 
pecting the growth and development of 
the system. 

"Tlie lirst line which your guests to- 
night built was only 125 miles in length 
and was built by a company with a 

small capital, but a long name, 'The

The tirst 
train was run on the filth day of Decem- 
ber, 1801J. l->. B. Hanna was appointed 
superintendent. He is now a vice-presi- 
dent of the Canadian Northern Railway, 
in active charge. When going over his 
pay roll for the first month he found 
that including himself, station agents 



them had been bought mid paid for by 
them. j , 

The Canadian Northeifri 

"Following the 'same plan, the Ontario 
& Rainy River Railway Co.'s charter 
was obtained from the- owners, who had 
controlled it for yours and had made 
unsuccessful attempts to raise the mon- 
ey required for the construction of its 
line. This charter was granted by par- 
liament in the year 1881!, and lit "WaS 
not till 1807 that Mackenzie & Mann 
secured it. The cotnpaany was author- 
ized to build a line from Fort Arthur on 
Lake Superior to the Rainy River, the 
boundary betw-eeu Ontario and Minne- 
sota. But to reach the Province of 
Manitoba a bridge over t ho Rainy River 
was necessary, also forty-three miles of 
railway through the comer of •Minne- 
sota. Charters for this bridge and 
forty-theo miles were quietly obtained 
from Washington lo Minneapolis, 
respectively, and in due time the whole 
line from Fort Arthur to Winnipeg be- 
came nn accomplished fact. 

The lines of the Fort Arthur, TDullltl) 
& Western and the Ontario & Ralpy 
River, and the Manitoba & Hudson Buy, 
and the Luke Manitoba Railway & Ca- 
nal Co. were nil by due process of amal- 
gamation and purchase merged into one 
company, viz., the Canadian Northern 
Railway Company. 

"About this time an event occurred 
which turned the Canadian Northern 
from a boy into a man. Information 
reached Mackenzie & Maun, Unit 350 
miles of railway in Southern ami Cen- 
tra! Manitoba, which were then owned 
and operated by the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company, could likely be pro- 
cured, as, for reasons best known to 
themselves, the directors of that com- 
pany wished to withdraw from Mani- 
toba. No lime was lost in opening nego- 
tiations for the acquisition- of these 
lilies, and with the valuable assistance 
and encouragement of the Manitoba 
government they were acquired by 
lease for 09!) years, with the option to 
purchase outright at any time during 
the lease on favorable terms. This lenso 
is dated January 15, 1001. You all may 
remember the interest which this event 
aroused in Manitoba and at Ottawa, and 
the hard fight which followed. 

The System Today 
"After this the credit of the company 
was established on n firm basis. The 
construction of the necessary links to 
join up the system followed rapidly, also 
the construction of extensions iiinl 
branches and the absorption of other 
companies and lines in the Northwest, 
Ontario and Quebec, and the creation of 
the necessary •separate or subsidiary 
companies which ate- required .in .the de- 
velopment and operation :<f a great rail- 
way system, such as terminal com- 
panies, telegraph companies, express 
companies, rolling stocK companies, ele- 
vator companies, steamboat companies, 
dock companies, etc., till at this time I 
am able to say to you that the Canadian 
Northern Railway system, from the City 
of Quebec to Edmonton is made up of, 
or is successor hi one way or another, 
to twenty-seven different railway com- 
panies. All these are' now represented 
by three companies, viz., the Canadian 
Northern Railway Company, whose 
lines are from Fort Arthur west, with 
power to build to the Pacific Ocean: the 
Canadian Northern Ontario Railway 
Company, whose lines are in Ontario, 
with power to build to Fort Arthur^a'nd 
Montreal, and the Canadian Northern 
tiuebec Railway Company, whose lines 
are in the Province of Quebec, with 
power to extend nito New Brunswick, 



"Some years ago it became suddenly 
necessary in a critical stage of financial 
negotiations in England that the amal- 
gamation of the Manitoba and South- 
eastern nnd the Ontario nnd Rainy 
River railways with the Canadian 
Northern should immediately be brought 
about, and everything was accomplished, 
including the necessary orders-in-council 
at Ottawa, within one week, when it 
would otherwise have been necessary to 
give one month's public notice of the 
meeting to consider the amalgamation. 
No Timo Lost 

"The lease of the Northern Facilic 
lines was practically acquired within u 
week after the negotiations were open- 
ed, unci before certain opposition inter- 
ests could get their forces to work in a 
way which might have blocked the deal. 

"The acquisition of the Qu'Appelle, 
Long Lake and Saskatchewan Railway 
— 250 miles in length — was lirst dis- 
cussed at 11 a.m., and the bargain was 
concluded at •! p.m. of the same day; 
and had despatch not been used and the 
matter kept quiet, the chance — a most 
valuable one — would, I have no doubt, 
have been lost. Possession of this line 
is being taken this very night at mid- 
night. «These are but. some out of many 
instances, proving the wisdom of^ the 
course which lias been followed. There 
are a few mutters still which may re- 
quire similar prompt and confidential ac- 
tion before the system will be properly 
joined up. but the day is not now very 
far distant when this distinctly Can- 
adian enterprise will have upon its di- 
rectorate and among its shareholders 
representative Canadians, who may be 
relied on to guide its future to still 
greater success. 

"Gentlemen, 1 give yon this tip. 
When the Canadian Northern slock 
comes on the market, by Canadian 
Northern." (Cirent applause.)

In Ten Short Years 
"From tills small beginning has 
grown in exactly ten . ears oiL Wednes- 
day of next .week, n system Which ex- 
tends, with hut few breaks, from Quebec 
City to 10 miles beyond Edmonton near 
the foothills of the Rocky Mountains,, 
and which with branches comprises now 
3400 miles of railway. Gentlemen, Mac- 
kenzie and Mann almost single-handed, 
ami with but trilling assistance from the 
government, have accomplished this 
great work. 

"There has never been an acre of 
land granted to any railway company 
which Mackenzie and Mann owned or 
controlled at the time when parliament 
or the government first authorized the 
grant. The facts are these: Land grams 
of the usual acreage per mile authoriz- 
ed by statute were given by the Domin- 
ion government to the Lake Manitoba 
Railway and Canal Company, the Win- 
nipeg and Hudson Hay Railway Com- 
pany, and the Manitoba and Southeast- 
ern Railway Company. These three 
companies now form part of the Can- 
adian Northern Railway. 

"The Lake Manitoba Railway and 
Canal Company was incorporated on 
April 10, 188ft, the land grant was au- 
thorized bv statute on May 10, 1890. 

"The Winnipeg & Hudson Ray Co. 
was incorporated on May 7, 1880. The 
land grant to this company was first 
made on July 28, 1882. The company 
tried to raise money on the lands and 
failed. It. finally persuaded the Mani- 
toba government, to lend it ?2r>0\000 on 
the security ot 2.10,000 acres of the land 
comprising its grant for forty miles, 
the line was commenced, then the com- 
pany failed. It was not till 1808 Unit 
Mackenzie & Mann acquired the com- 
pany. They '.settled with its creditors 
and' bought the charter with the land 
grapt attached nnd paid their own good 
money for it. The.v subsequently paid 
the Manitoba goverument_ their $256,000 
and interest and took over the 200,000 
acres. 

"The Manitoba & Southeastern was 
incorporated on May 2, 1S80. Parlia- 
ment authorized its land grant on May 
hi, 1S00, and on October 10, 1801, the 
order-in-council making the grant was 
passed. The usual result followed— 
failure to raise the money required. Not 
even the Manitoba government would 
lend. Twenty miles was partially con- 
structed, then collapse and Mackenzie & 
Mann to the rescue, it was not. till 1808 
thai they acquired this company. These 
northwest lauds have since become valu- 
able and have proved a real assistance 
to the liuaiiclers of the .auipany, but at 
tirst they were practically worthless. 

"This was the history of the land 
grants. Every dollar of t*_>ir proceeds 
so far received had gone for the benefit 
of the railway company. Mackenzie &

continent lias ever produced. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Without Pay 

"Now, gentlemen, I'll tell ymi another 
secret. During all these years neither 
Mr. Mackenzie nor Mr. Mann has 
drawn from the railway company or the 
Canndinn Northern Railway system 
one single dollnr in cash for themselves, 
whether for contractors' profits on con- 
struction or otherwise. They have given 
their invaluable time and services with- 
out salary, and though they have in the 
interests or the railway probably done 
more traveling than any other two men 
in Toronto, yet they have not even 
drawn one dollar for traveling expenses. 
On the contrary, they have advanced 
out of their private means and credit 
millions of dollars for this railway sys- 
tem, and have in the earlier stages 
risked their whole fortunes and future 
for the benefit of the undertaking. You 
will, I am sure, all be pleased to know- 
that these stages have been safely pass- 
ed, and that the time is fast arriving 
when they will begin to enjoy fruits of 
their pluck and industry nnd ability. 

"'Confining myself to the lines actu- 
ally .constructed, or under course of con- 
struction by Mackenzie, Mann & Co., j ii) 
and to the rolling stock and equipment, 
elevators, terminals and terminal prop- 
erties, I may tell you that t'.oso repre- 
sent a cash expenditure exceeding $70,- 
U0O.0OO, yet the total cash government: 
subsidies received have been only $3,- 
011,100, about fi per cent of the expen- 
diture. Am 1 md right in saying tlntt 
the cash assistance rendered by the gov- 
ernments was trilling compared to the 
magnitude of the work accomplished'? 

"It is true that the governments of 
Manitoba, Ontario and the Dominion 
guaranteed bonds issued on certain lines, 
and in that way helped the company; 
to obtain its money at a lower rate of 
Interest, but this has not cost, nud never 
will cost, the country!' oue cent. 

Secrets of Success 
"One other secret, and I hare done. 
1 have hoard criticisms upon the wis- 
dom of the course followed by Macken- 
zie & Mann in keeping in their own 
bauds such absolute control of this great 
railway enterprise, and in not enlarging 
the number of the board, (which has 
been only five since the beginning), and 
in not giving the public an opportunity 
to become interested by acquiring shares 
in the capital stock of the company. 

"Gentlemen, I personally assume a 
full share of any responsibility which 
this may have entailed, because, as their 
legal adviser, knowing the technicalities 
of company law, and knowing how im- 
portant quick and unanimous action in 
many eases becomes, I strongly advised 
them not to create an outside minority 
holding so long as the system was In 
process of development, in its early 
stages, and so long as prompt and unani- 
mous action by the company in its cor- 
porate capacity was essential to its suc- 
cess. 

"Gentlemen, I say to you without 
hesitation that it would have been im- 
possible to have developed the system 
so successfully nnd within so short a 
time had it been necessary to call meet- 
ings of directors and shareholders in the 
formal public way required, where mi- 
nority interests exist, and had it been 
necessary to discuss at those meetings, 
nnd, therefore, practically in public, the 
important mutters and negotiations, the 
success of which depended upon imme- 
diate and unanimous and confidential 
action. I feel inclined to go further, 
and say that it is doubtful if the system 
would ever have been created at ail laid

any of the disabilities which attaches to 
maintaining establishments in fills prov- 
ince in the way of high freight rates, 
Mligh wages lo employees, trade licenses, 
etc It is not improbable that concert- 
ed 'action will be taken by the mer- 
chants of British Columbia to lodge a 
protest at Ottnwa against the passage 
of the proposed measure.

"Jack's the hoy for work," ".lack's the 
hoy for play," so goes the song. 

Christmas day Is the one day of Hie year 
when It is practically all play for Jack, 
whether he Is alloat or ashore, on duty or on 



For twenty-four .hours, beginning at 8 
belles (midnight), the Naval Discipline Act 
Is virtually non-existent on every ship In 
lfl« Majesty's Navy, anil the bluejackets, 
who are detained on hoard for duty on the 
festive day, are at liberty to do very much 
ns they please. 

At home .ports the crews are considerably 
depleted: for ten days Christinas leave l"i< 
general; nntl only sufficient men are kept 
on board to carry out the routine duties. 
Half of the Ship's company are on leave 
at a time, and wfesn they return on board 
the others lire given a like period of liberty 
ashore. The men who remain on hoard on 
Christmas Hoy .have little to do, and they 
manage to do It well ami cheerfully. The 
day ranks ns a Sunday, with special privil- 
eges, and the ciiptaln closes his official 
eye. It Is the Biimo on every ship which 
tiles the White Ensign, whether she is 
amongst the lee and snow of North Ameri- 
ca, or broiling beneath a midsummer sun 
In .Sydney harbor, or doing duty for King 
nnd country on some part of the fever- 
haunted coast of Wrut Africa. 

Christmas .Day Is .lack's day. no matter 
where he may be, and no matter If his 
principal Cure Is roust beef, duel; and preen 
peiiH, or the old salt pork and peas (If at 
sen.1 

. The food on n IJrltlsli warship on Christ- 



inas Day Is, of course, very special to the 
occasion; It Is not furnished by a benign- 
ant Admiralty, however, for the navy esti- 
mates make no provision for this fc-'spect. 
unj on December 23th Jack provides ..raw 
own menu. He finds no difficulty about 
this. Naval canteens are profitable Institu- 
tions, and u'.tso profit-sharing ones, and It 
Is from this source which provides the 
Christmas fare. The geese, cakes, pud- 
dings, pies, fruits, nuts and whatever other 
eatables are required by the men of the 
messes in which the lower deck rnthiga are 
divided. 

■Besides being their own hosts, ihe giu- 
lunt bluejnek-ets who happen to be on duty, 
usually net as hosts to many of their 
friends as well, whom they are privileged to 
Invite on board for the mld-duy meal and 
enjoy the usual festivities held on Christ- 
inas Day. Jack is as generous as ever, If 
not as foolish nnd reckless In bis generosity 
ax in the unthinking days of yore. To be 
his guest on that day la to make sure of 
having a good time In a harmless way, so 
there Is never any luck of visitors to war- 
ships in English waters on that occasion. 

The preparations for keeping Christian* 
In due form nave occupied attention for 
some days past. Kor one thing, the galley 
lire has been kept going day nnd night In 
order to meet the generous demands of the 
messes In the matter of special food. 

There are the decorations, too, to be pre- 
pared, since Jaclc likes to see Ills ship sea- 
sonably gay, and has been kept busy with 
greenery unit mottoes, and devices of color- 
ed paper designed to that end. When all 
this ornamentation has been distributed 
about the decks, the ship wears a bright 
and festive appearance; It seems to .belle 
her true mission, viz: a death-dealing ma- 
chine. The additional electric lights which 
have been set up to enhance the effect arc 
turned on, and the scene becomes « par- 
ticularly striking one. 

But there, 1 am going too fast, for there 
Is a lot to do before night sets in with 
Jack, as with Ills friends ashore The tab- 
or Christmas lis largely one of inei.ls. There 
Is no special feature about his breakfast, 
which is served by the time the main por- 
tion of the dny'.s decorations have been 
carried out. As soon as this meal Is over, 
preparations are made for the second and 
more Important otu\ the. tables being laid 
for dinner and the decks cleared up. The 
next Item oa the programme Is a short re- 
ligious service. I say short, advisedly, for 
[ho naval chaplain (it the ship carries one) 
has yet to be found who would be bold 
enough to Inflict a long sermon on the men 
on Christmas Day. The men seat them- 
selves at the loaded tallies, now brighten- 
ed up by a lavish display of flags, and In 
the ships that arc fortunate enough to 
carry a hand, usually at that time, strike 
up with "Theiltoast Beef of Old England," 
and the chaplain, accompanied by the of- 
ficers, sometimes with their wives and 
friends, make a pilgrimage round the mess 
deck. It Is Jack's privilege and pride to 
Invite the officers to share his delicacies, 
and tills they do, or pretend to' do, for the 
tit-bits pressed upon them would require 
the greatest of appetites to dispose of them 
all In the wav the hosts Intend. 

Extra food is not all that .luck sits down 
to at this Christmas dinner. Every man 
(unless, of course, he happens to be a total 
abstainer, of whom there are a great num- 
ber in Hie Nnv.v'now) has a bottle of beer 
as well as half a pint of three water 
"grog." (By the way! it Is not everybody 
who knows how the word grog came Into 
being. 

The beverage which goes by that name 
was originated by Admiral Vernon about 
200 years ago. This old Admiral was lu 
the habit -if rearing a "grogam" coat ! ■ 
nil weathers, avd was given the name o. 
"Old Grog." 

Now, Admiral Vernon strongly disap- 
proved of t lie practice then lu vogue of 
serving out raw spirits to the men, and In- 
stituted the reform of watering the rum. 
This temperance Innovation was not appre- 
ciated by those who drank ir. nud the 
watered rum was nicknamed after Its in- 
ventor, and as time wrew it became uni- 
versally known as "Grog." As for the 
three water variety. It Is made up of one- 
half gill or rum, to three half gills of 
water.) 

Dinner Is over, and every bluejacket 
present, feeling he tins had enough to 
eat, one of them, .generally a petty officer, 
then calls upon the others lo give three 
cheers to tin? captain and officers, wishing 
tern long life and prosperity, and the com- 
pliments of the season." The sentiment Is 
cheered to the echo as only seamen enn 
cheer, and the captain, beaming ami gra- 
cious, musters up all the eloquence at his 
command In expressing his obligation for 
this mark of good feeling. Tills little cere- 
mony Is generally the last of the few for- 
malities: afterwards It is a go-as-yoii-pTeuse 
programme that Jack puts into elocution. 

In some snips where It, is available, "free 
gangway" Is given. That Is, anyone wish- 
ing to go ashore can do so until the cest 
morning. 'Not many go, for the noil fun 
of the day now begins, ami an Impromptu 
concert nnd dance Is soon in full swing, 
and It Is none the less enjoyable for not 
being prearranged. 

There arc Instrumental selections as well 
as songa The banjo and mandolin are the 
favorite Instruments, and they are made to 
give their best, nor Is the soul-stirring con- 
certina and accordeon despised, As for the 
songs; they are nil sorts, chiefly mouern, 
such songs' ns "Tom Bowling," "The Bay 
of Biscay," "Nancy Lee," arc nearly all 
forgotten; rarely arc they sung now. There 
is bound to be at least one man who can 
dance the hornpipe as it should be danced, 
or give a step-dance, and he Is called upon 
lo show hts abilities, which lie does so well 
that the many critical eyes that are fasten- 
ed upon him beam with unanimous appre- 
ciation. 

Some ships have their own recognized 
theatrical party, or minstrel troupe, and 
when culled upon they arc sure not to be 
lacking, and ninny are the praises showered 
on these amateur variety artists, for Jack 
possesses no mean talent for that kind of 
entei tainmciit. 

lu the course of the afternoon or evening 
some of the bluejackets, disguised out of 
all recognition with black faces, or start- 
ling clothes, make their appearance on 
deck, bent on contributing to the general 
amusement, ami succeed without a doubt. 

familiar as the Jokes and "gags" may 
be, the audience finds them none the less 
acceptable. 

After the variety entertainment, and to 
end tie day's enjoyment, comes a dance, 
and Jack enjoys himself then, more than 
lu the earlier stages of the festivities. 

Finally the visitors depart with much 
hissing of hands to the fair ones, and mov- 
ing of handkerchiefs on tbclr .port, but still 
ali is not over. There Is n "slag-song" nil 
on "their own." with plenty of jokes and 
laughter, skylarking and chasing each 
other amid the ever accumulating tobacco 
smoke. 

Jack has had a memorable day by the 
time he "tarns In" at I be Boatswain's 
Mate's "pipe down," 10 o'clock p.m., and it 
Is worthy to note that he "turns In" 
sober, even though be may not he a total 
abstainer, of course that Is aboard ship. 
The men usliore not professing total ab- 
Bt Inn lice do Imbibe freely, but In most 
cuses onty at the persuasions of civilians 
who insist upon "treating" Jack. It was 
not always so that a bluejacket would 
"turn in" sober after spending such an 
enjoyable Hay, for In days now happily 
past the Christmas festival was tin Intem- 
perate orgie. Some of the men would 
carry off their "tot" — allowance of rum, 
until they lind enough to get drunk. Hum 
would hi- available by mis means lu large 
quantities, and the sound would not be 
a pleasing one. 

In the days when the chief Idea of 
Christmas enjoyment was excessive drink- 
ing. Jnck bad a noisy way of keeping 
up the festival. .Among oilier things he 
would Insist upon carrying the officers 
round the ship. .In the case of a popular 
officer, this was no hardship, and would 
cheer libit to the echo. Hut an officer 
who was unpopular would be subjected 
to all manner of Insults, so those who 
know themselves to he so would get leave 
and remain ashore that day. 

The custom ot carrying round the offi- 
r Is morn honored In the breach than In 
e observance nowadays, nnd when t ho 
ceremony does take place, it Is mar- 
Ted by none of the rou.gh. handling that 
formerly characterized It.

INSURANCE TAXES 



W. S. Holland, Prominent Agent, 
Says Levy of $300 Drives 
Business From City 



"The $300 lux per year on fire insur- 
ance companies imposed in Victoria is 
driving away a lot of business from tho 
city," said W. S. Holland, a prominent 
insurance man of Vancouver, in tho 
Driard hotel last night. "1 understand 
ii was put on .vears ago for the purpose 
of securing lire protection tliat never 
was attained. It is an unjust fax, and 
many of I he newer companies in partic- 
ular refuse to do business in Victoria as 
it result. In Vancouver we only pay 
.Sioo per anuums mi New Westminster, 
$50, and in Kinnloops, $25. All oilier 
places in the province tire free. Only a 
week or two ago one of tho oldest lire 
companies doing business in your city 
withdrew. Others with which 1 am con- 
nected have .suggest ed doing the same 
thing, and I have only advised thein to 
hold on, hoping that this imposition 
would lie repealed. It amounts to a ,1 
per cent tux on n premium income of 
$0,000 n yenr, and this is. quite as much 
ns the average. 

"What makes il worse is the fuel 
that the necessary protection Is secured 
by the government. A company pecs to 
the Dominion authorities mid asks for 
Hie right lo <!'> business. To seciu-p this 
it lias to deposit $55,000 in collateral 
security lo secure its license. When

CITY LABORERS ASK 

E li WAGES 



Aldermen Pass the Request on 
to the Council of 
Next Year 



Something In tho nature of a sensa- 
tion wns caused at the meeting of the 
city council last evening, when a letter 
was received from William .McKay, 
secretary of tho Victoria Laborers' Pro- 
tective association, in which was de- 
manded an Increase of twenty-five por 
cent In the wages of all day laborers 
in the employ ot tho city, 

The claim was based on tho fact: that 
the cost of living; has increased great- 
ly in the course of the past few 
v.ars. The present rate of wages, it 
wus affirmed, had been arranged when 
the cost of living in Victoria was tWen- 
ty-flve per cent below what It now i.s, 
and consequently it was claimed that 
an increase of twenty-live per cent was 
but fair and just. 

To a majority of the aldermen tho 
communication carno as a complete 
surprise. Aid. Fullerton, however, bad 
evidently been prepared for it. He Im- 
mediately moved that It be received 
and the request granted, and proceed- 



ed to back up his resolution with fig- 
ures. Day laborers in tho employ uf 
the. corporation, said Aid. Fullerton, 
were paid tit a lower rate than by any 
firm in the city. Sewer men got f 2.E50 
a day, road laborers, $2.00, while those 
who were employed sweeping th'j 
streets got $1.50 a day. These Wages 
declared Aid. Fullerton were, not ade- 
quate in the face of present condi- 
tions. 

The Next Year's Council 
Aid. Davey, while staling that he 
was in favor of the principal all right, 
was of the opinion that it. was matter 
which could hardly be touched by thlsl 
year's council. Aid. Yates too was of 
tho same opinion. "1 want to see next 
year's council do what is right," said 
he, "but all the same 1 do not think 
that we havo the right to interfere with 
them in any way, and If we should dic- 
tate to thein what course to pursue In I 
ibis matter, we should certainly be in- 
terfering. No, I think the only thing 1 
lo do is to refer il to the council oft 
1007." 

Aid. Fell suggested a referendum, 
but when it was pointed out that it 
was too late for tills, made no further 
mention of It. Aid. Hall stated that ho 
was In favor of tho move, hut consid- 
ered that It would not bo right to at- 
tempt to dictate, to next year's council. 

On the suggestion of tho mayor, it 
was decided to add the words, "for 
favorable consideration" to the resolu- 
tion referring the matter to tho council 
of 11)07.
